The effective dale for the resigna­ 
tion is not yet known but Miss 
Oiler expect# lo continue for several 
months In her present po it ion Mrs 
K. 8 Lew ars, board president; Miss 
Oiler aud a committee* headed by 
Mrs lesser O Johnson, a member 
of the ta ai rd, will begin immediately 
the sPitA h for a trained librarian 
to take Mi'ta Oiler'* place herr 
Surprise To Hoard 
Miss Oiler's announcement came 
aa a .surprise to most member of 
the board. Mrs D wars said 'che and 
tailer board members were “shocked 
and d lr* rd to learn of Mf s 
Oiler s plans, for * he had endeared * 
herself to all of us." She spoke 
highly of Mist Oilers work here 
since October I. 1945 Ti e library

than a moi itll last fall while being 
fitted with movable shelver that the 
book loan total did not top 100,000 
for the year.

at 10,810 
and most oilier 
months last year were at or above 
the 10,000 mark 
Salaries Raised 
With the adoption of tile report of 
the budget committee submitted by 
J Willis Bridler, treasurer of the 
board. Mi>s Oiler’s salary was in* 
creased from $2,400 to 12,750 per 
• ear for the remainder of her period 
of serv ice here Tile salaries of the 
two library assistants, Miss Edith 
Carbaugh and Miss Dorothy Welder, 
wore increased to ll,440 and *1,320. 
respectively. 
The 1948 budget is based on esti­ 
mated receipts of $8,750 plus a bal­ 
ance of $677 carried over from 1947. 
Expense items follow' closely the 
1947 figures with the exception of the 
..alary Increases. 
Miss Oiler told the board that pay­ 
ments for district school boards 
through the county for the current 
.school year total $845 and listed 
Cumberland and Huntington town­ 
ships as the most recent contribut­ 
ors at $20 each. 
Reports 1,034 Members 
Mrs. Johnson reported for the 
membership committee that the 1948 
memberships now total 1,034 repre­ 
senting contributions of $1,248 with 
the number growing steadily. 
Miss Oiler came to Adams county 
from Huntingdon where she had 
been county 
librarian for 
three 
years. She is a graduate of Waynes­ 
boro high school and Juniata college 
and received her postgraduate de­ 
gree in library science at Drexel In­ 
stitute. She went to Huntingdon in 
1940 as assistant librarian and was 
promoted two years later.
